© Thar the grand Diſtinction, given us fully in the Conſti- 
* tutions of the Apoſtles, and thence by ſome of the An- 
© cients afterwards, is that of Laws before, and Laws after 
* the Sin of the Golden Calf: the one generally more eaſy 
© and beneficial, highly reaſonable in themſelves, and agree- 
able to the Freedom of Mens Natures; wherein the Sa- 
© crifices mention'd, were rather left to their own Choice 
and Devotion, and ordered as to the Manner and Object, 
© than ty'd upon them as neceſlary Duties. The other, 
many of them ceremonial, poſitive, burdenſome, and ri- 
© gorous; bound upon them under an abſolute Neceſſity, 
© and little Allowance made for Freedom or Choice; and 
* frequently made up of unaccountable, yet very nume- 
© rous Injunctions; to tie them faſt, and prevent their Ido- 
* latry, and hankering after the wicked Cuſtoms of the Na- 
© tions about them; and to render them ſenſible of their 
© want of a merciful Redeemer, a gentler Law, and a new 
© Covenant of Grace and Favour under him; as well as 
© of his Atonement for them, and Interceſſion for the Re- 
© miſſion of their numerous Offences and Breaches of that 
© Law. Theſe additional Laws are thoſe which the Goſ-

to the Nature of Chriſtianity ; but not properly abroga- 
ted by our Saviour in the New Teſtament. Note (2.) 
© 'Fhat the former Sort of Laws, given before the Sin of the 
Golden Calf, were of three Kinds themſelves. Firſt, The 
© ten Words or Commandments ſpoken by our Lord him- 
© ſelf, in the Name of the Supreme God, in Mount Si- 
* ai; and the Foundation of the whole Covenant made 
© with thac People in the Wilderneſs. ' And God added no 


. - * more in this manner, but wrote them on two Tables of 


© Stone, the Tables of the Covenant, and ordered them to 
© be all along preſerv'd in an Ark, called thence the Ark of 
© the Covenant, in the moſt holy Place. Theſe, properly 
« ſpeaking, are never in Scripture included under the Laws 
given by Angels, Meſlengers, or by Moſes, that Peoples 
a Mediator with God; but were, in a moſt amazing man- 
© ner, promulgated by the God of Iſrael himſelf to the 
© whole: Body of the People, Exod. xx. Secondly, The 
© Laws given them by Moſes immediately after the Deli- 
very of the Ten Commandments, upon the Iſraelites 
© Requeſt that God would rather deliver them by Moſes 
than by himſelf, in the former frightful manner; and their 


© Promiſe that they would faithfully obſerve them when 


© they ſhould be thũs given them: Theſe contain thoſe 
© moral, equitable, and beneficial Laws above-mentioned, 
without that Rigor and Severity which was made uſe of 
© afterwards; Exod. xxi, xxii, Xxiui. Which Portion of t1e 
Pentateuch ſeems to be called peculiarly the Book of the 
© Covenant, or of this firſt Covenant made with them be- 
© fore their Apoſtacy. And this, together with the moſt 
* ſacred Tables of the Covenant, were the Conditions and 
© Laws upon which God entred into Covenant with that 
© whole Nation, in the moſt ſolemn and * man- 
© ner that ever was; as we read Chap. xxiv. Thirdly, The 


Laws and Commandments which God faid he had writ- 


© ten, that Moſes might teach them to the — * and which 
„when Moſes 
bid to do all Things according to the Pati- 


tern ſhewed him in the Mount; and including all the Ta- 
© bernacle-Worſhip, with the Offices of the High-Prieſt, 
© Prieſts, and Levites thereto belonging. This Law and 
* Commandments this Book of Fewiſh Conſtitutions, or 
at leaſt ſo much of it as is ſtill preſerv'd in the Penta- 
© Feuch, is contain'd at preſen., Exod. xxy.,—ixxi., Note

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© (4.) That the latter Sort of Laws, given after the Apo- 


© ftacy of the Golden Caff, are alſo of three ſeveral Sorts: Firſt,- 
© The Ten Commandments, or Tables of the Covenant, 
were the fame; only the Tables themſelves were now of 
Moſers Workmanſhip and not of God's, as the former 
© Tables were: And *tis poſſible the Form of Words were 


© ſo far alter'd, as that in Deuteronomy is different from that F.xod. xx. 
© in Exodus. However, Secondly, A new and ſmaller Book Deut. v. 


© of the Covenaut was written, not now by God, but by 
* Moſes, in his ſecond forty Days ſtay in the Mount; and 
© this ſecond Covenant, after the Forteiture of the firſt, by 
* the Apoſtacy at the Golden Calf, was ratify d, not as before, 
© by mutual Agreement, and by Sacrifice; but was made 
© upon God's part rather of Laws given them, as the Con- 
«© ditions of this Covenant, and their Conſent to them was 
not now ſo much ask'd as requir'd; and ſtrict Obedience 
© exacted under ſevere Penaltics. This ſmaller Book of the 
© Covenant is contained, Exod. xxxiv. Thirdly, The parti- 
* cular ceremonial, or burdenſome Laws of Moſes, of which 
the New Teſtament fo often ſpeaks under that Notion, 
* and which were bound upon them with great Rigor and 
0 — Hot afterwards, were delivered by God to Moſes, 
© as the Mediator of that People, partly in his ſecond forty 
Days ſtay in the Mount; which are contain'd, Exod xxxv. 
© d. Levit.i.—vii. & xxv.-xxvii. partly out of the Taber- 
nacle itſelf, when it was rear d, upon ſeveral Occaſions, as 
* is every where to be obſer vd; and partly in the Plains of 
* Moab, by Jordan near Jericho; which are contained in the 
eleven laſt Chapters of the Book of Numbers. Where 
© note, that the reſt of the Laws given in the Plains of 


© Moab, thoſe I mean which were eſteemed the principal, 


© and to which the Bleſſings upon Obedience, and Curſes 
upon Diſobedience, did peculiarly belong, contain'd Deut. 
R. 12.—XXViii. 68. are to be diftinguiſh'd from thoſe 
© more properly ceremonial ; and were to be written not 
© only in a Book, but alſo upon xii [II] great Stones, or 
Pillars, plaiſter'd over with Plaiſter, in Mount Ebal, Ge- 


rixim] and to be written very plainly, for a ſtanding Mo- 


nument and Security to all Poſterity. After which God 
© renew'd his Covenant by Sacrifice with the new Genera- 
© tion at Mount Ebal, ¶ Gerixim] and that upon the foot of 
©-theſe two ſorts of Laws, the ten Commandments, and this 
© Book of the Covenant: Which Book, tho it was larger 
and more burdenſome than the tormer, yer did it not

q include the main Body of the ceremonial Laws, no more 


than the former Book of the Covenant included the Laws 
© given in the firſt forty Days in Mount Sinai. So that in- 
© deed the main Body of the Ritual and Ceremonial Laws 
© ſeem never to have been part of the Covenants made 
© with the Jeus, but only Laws and Statutes appointed 
© them, by way of Penalty, from God, as their abſolute 
© Lord, and Governor, and Redeemer from the Egyptian 
© Bondage, till the coming of the promiſed Seed for their 
© Releaſe from them: Which Diſtinction between the Co- 
© wvenant and the ceremonial Law ſeems to me favour'd by 
© the 5oth Pſalm, and will give Light to not a few Places 
© both of the Old and New Teſtament beſides.“ Thus far 
were my Obſervations gone eighteen Years ago. 

And that the Foundation of all this is true, viz. That 
our Saviour Chriſt came not properly to abrogate any of 
the Laws given before the Sin of the Golden Calf, much 
leſs any of thoſe contained in the Covenant of Horeb, and 


- leaſt of all thoſe contained in the Tables of the Covenant, 


the ten Commandments, is evident both from the known 
Books of the New Teſtament, when they occaſionally men- 
tion them; and from the entire Syſtem of- the Laws of 
Chriſtianity, contained in the Apoſtolical Conſtitutions.

am not come to deſtroy, but to fulfil, or compleat them. For 
verily I ſay unto you, till Heaven and Earth paſs, one Iota 
or one Tittle ſhall in no wiſe paſs from the Law, till all be 
fulfilled, or compleated. Whoſoever therefore ſhall break one 
of theſe _ Commandments, and ſhall teach Men ſo, he ſhall 
e called the leaſt in the Kingdom of Heaven. But whoſoe- 
ver ſhall do, and teach them, the Fo [ball be called great 
in the Kingdom of Heaven. For I ſay unto you, that except 
your Righteouſneſs, or Obſervance of theſe Laws of Moſes 
ſhall exceed that of the Scribes and Phariſees, ye ſhall in no 
Caſe enter into the Kingdom of Heaven, Upon which oc- 
calion our Lord immediately proceeds to confirm and im- 
prove ſeveral Laws belonging to the Covenant of Horeb, 
and moſt of them to the Decalogue it ſelf. And, what is 
very remarkable, when he here mentions another ſort of 
Law of Moſes, I mean that of Divorce, given after the Sin 
of the Golden Calf, (which he elſewhere ſtiles rather a Per- 
miſſion than a Lau ef Moſes) he is ſo far from fulfilling or

ther than the known Laws of God by Moſes, obliging all 
God's People whereſoever they are.

The Apoſtles therein, ſoon after their entrance, adviſe the 

Chriſtian Gentiles, ( for to them are thoſe Conſtitutions pe- 

culiarly addreſs d;) that If they deſired to know Ancient Conſtitat. 

Laws and Statutes, inſtead of having recourſe to Pagan Pref. 

Books of that ſort, they ſhould read the glorious Law of * 6. 

the Lord God: And they immediately add the grand Key 

of this Matter, or the particular Diſtinction in that Law, 

between thoſe parts of it that are obligatory to belie- 

ving Chriſtians, and thoſe which are only obligatory to un- 

believing Fews, in the following moſt remarkable Words: 


| When thou readeſt the Law, think not thy ſelf bound to ob-

They give a large Account of the firſt Synod 
at Feruſalem; the ſame that the Acts of the Apoſtles deſcribe, 
upon this very Queſtion, How far the Laws of Moſes 
oblige Chriſtian Gentiles? and determine it, as the As 
alſo agree, that the Ceremonial Law did not oblige them;

of every Nation the beſt ſhould be ordained for the Prieſtboad; 
and that not their Bodies ſhould be examined for Blemiſhes, but 
their Religion and their Lives. Inſtead of a y Sacrifice, 
he has appointed that reaſonable and unb Myſtical one of 
his Body and Blood, which is perform d to repreſent the Death 
the Lord by Symbols. Inftead the Divine Service, con- 
1d to one Place, he has commanaed that He ſhould be glo- 
rified from Sun-riſing to Sun-ſetting, in every place of his Do- 
minion. He did not therefore take away the Law from us, 
but the Bonds. For concerning the Law [of this ſort] 
Moſes ſays, Thou ſhalt meditate on the Word which I com- 
mand thee, ſitting in thine Houſe, and riſing up, and walking 


in the way. And David ſays, His delight is in the Law of 


the Lord; and in his Law will he meditate Day and Night. 
For every where would be have us es to bis Laws, but 
not 1 of them. For, ſays be, Bleſſed are the un- 
defiled in the way, who walk in the Law of the Lord. 
Bleſſed are they that ſearch out his Teſtimonies ; with their 
whole Heart, all they ſeek him. And again, Bleſſed are 
we, O Iſrael, becauſe thoſe things that are pleaſing to God 
are known to us. And the Lord ſays, If ye know theſe 
things, happy are ye if ye do them. Let us * 
Chriſt, that awe may inherit his Bleſſings. Let us walk after 
the Law and the Prophets by the Goſpel. Let us eſchew the 
Worſhipers of many Gods, and the Murderers of Chriſt, and 
the Murderers of the Prophets, and the Wicked and Athe- 
iſtical Hereticks. Let us be obedient to Chriſt as to our

N. B. I take theſe original and primary Laws, to be thoſe 


that were to be, and were engrav'd on the two large Stones 
that were to be, and were plaiſtered with Plaiſter at Mount 
Gerizim and Shechem by Faſhbua. Upon the Promiſe for 
the Obſervation whereof, God renewed his Horeb Covenant 
with the new Generation of Iſraelites, at their Entrance up- 


on the Land of Canaan. Accordingly it is not a little re- 


markable, that all the XI particular Laws, againſt the Trani- 
greſſors of which Curſes were to be then ſolemnly do- 
nounced, are cyidently every one Brgaches of theſe * 
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nal Laws of Righteouſneſs; and not the leaſt mention is 
there made of any ceremonial Law whatſoever. Nor rod. xx. 
would two large Stones, whereon theſe Laws were to be, 17. Samar. 
and were engrav'd, contain many more than theſe original 
Laws before us; much leſs would they contain all the nu- 
merous Precepts of the ceremonial Law: And this is agree- h 
able to St. Pauls Citation of the 12th of theſe Curſes, Cur- Gal. iii. 10. 
ſed is every one that continueth not in all Things that are 
written in the Book of the Law to do them; which in the 
Words following not long after, he interprets of that Law ver. 17. 
which was given 430 Nears after the Covenant with Abra- 
ham, or juſt after the Exodus out of Egypt. Nor do the Conftitur. + 
Conſtitutions mention any ritual Law when make the VI. 25. 
fame Quotation: Nor perhaps are we to ſuppoſe it the Copy 
of any other than this Law, which every King of Iſrael 
was to write him in a Book, out of that which was before Deut. xvii. 
the Prieſts, the Levites; which was to be with him, and in 18, 19. 
which be was f0 read all the Days of his Life, that he might 
learn to fear the Lord his God, to keep all the Words of that 
Law, and thoſe Statutes to do them; eſpecially while it was 
not the royal but the ſacerdotal Authority which fook care 


of the ceremonial Law, through the whole Old Teſta- 


ment. 


N. B. This grand Diſtinction of the Laws of Righteouſ- 
neſs, given juſt upon the Exodus out of Egypt before, and 
the ceremonial Laws given ſomewhat later after the Sin of 


. the Golden Calf, is greatly confirmed by the Twentieth 


Chapter of Ezekiel; in which. the former are ſtiled the 
Bond of God's Covenant, to be obligatory even at their final Bel. xx: 
Reſtoration; and thoſe, Statutes and Fudgments of God, which 11-24 
if a Man do he ſball even live in them; together with the 
Sabbaths of God, to be @ Sign between God and them, that 
they might know that he was the Lord that — them :

Accordingly we find that at this 
time all fixed Altars, particularly thoſe made of hewen 
Stone, excepting that in the Court of the Tabernacle, [not 
yet rear d] were forbidden. Nor do we then meet with 


the mention of any other than voluntary Oblations, upon 


occaſional Altars of Turf; excepting the Morning and E- 


vening Lambs, with their Meat and Drink-Offerings, and 
Incenſe, together with the Sin- offering of Atonement once 
a Year, [none of them = ordain'd.] But after the Sin of 


the Golden Caff, in the Words of the Apoſtolical Conſtitu- 


tions, agreeably to the ceremonial Laws of Moſes, God no 


longer ſaid, If thou makeſt. (as Exod. xx. 25, Levit. xix. 5.) 
but, Make an Altar and Sacrifice perpetually, &c. See alſo 
Pſal. 1. throughout, and Deut. iv.—ix. at large, with no ſmall 


Part of the Pſalms and Prophets, all belonging nw 


to the ſame Time, and to the ſame Laws of Righteouſneſs, 


N. B. In ſeveral of the Collections of Laws in the Pen- 
tateuch, an attentive Reader will more than once ſuſpect 
the preſent Order of particular Laws not to be the beſt, 
and will readily believe there are ſome Repetitions not ſo 
very agreeable to a Divine Syſtem. The learned Mr. Le 
Clerc obſerves this ſort of Diſorder and Diſlocation, and 
lays the Blame upon the Inaccuracy of Moſes himſelf in di- 

ſting his Pentateuch. I cannot agree with him in that 

lution : but much rather ſuppoſe ſuch Inaccuracies or 
Diſorders

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Diſorders to be owing to later Diſlocations; the Occaſions 
of which we cannot now diſtinctly diſcover. We evident=- 
ly find that certain of the like Irregularities in the preſent 
2opies of the Books of the Old Teftament were not ſuch 
in the old Samaritan, or Septuagint, or Foſephus's Copies, as 
J have elſewhere both obſerv'd and prov'd: So I cannot 
but incline to think, theſe other Diſorders and Diſlocations 
to be of like Original, and to have been owing to Tran- 
ſcribers or ColleCtors, long after the Days of Moſes ; per- 
haps ſome after the Diſuſe and Contempt the Law of Mo- 

fell into under certain Anarchies between the Judges; 
others after the Idolatry and Schiſm of the Ten Tribes un- 
der Feroboam and his wicked Succeſſors; others after the 
Days of Manaſſeh; others after the Babyloniſb Captivity z 
others after the Perſecurion of Amntiochus Epiphanes : and 
laſtly, others in the Days of Barchocab, the Fews ſpurious 
Meſſiah, under Adrian : See Eſſay on the Old Teſtament, and 
Authentick Records, 9 ot that the greateſt. Part of 
the Repetitions are to * the Miſtakes of the Co- 
pies, but rather ſometimes e only. For we may 
obſerve, that there is a juſt Foundation for three Repetiti- 
ons of no ſmall Parts of the Law of Moſes. The firſt De- 
livery of the original Laws was before the Sin of the Gel- 
den Calf, and contained the Articles of the original Cove- 
nant made with the Iſraelites, ſoon afrer the Exodus 
out of Egypt. No ſmall part of the ſame Laws were natu- 
rally to be repeated upon the ſecond Covenant which God 
made with this People after that Sin. And when God was 
pleas d to renew his Covenant with the new Generation, 
in the End of Moſes, and Beginning of Joſbua's Adminiſtra- 
tion, it was natural that the ſame Laws ſhould be again 
d; which I take to be the main Deſign of the Book 

Deuteronomy. So that many of theſe Repetitions may 
be genuine. Tho when any are more than three times re- 
peated, there may be reaſon for Suſpicion as to ſome of 
them. However, this Advantage we reap from all ſuch 


| Repetitions, that by comparing them together, we are more 


ſecure-of their true Readings, and more ſecure of their true

out of the Apoſtolical Conſtitutions ; we are always to 
take in here the Explications, Additions, and Improve- 


ments of thoſe Prophets into our Conſideration; and 


are ever to allow of their Declarations as our .moſt 
authentick Comments on theſe Laws of Moſes : which 
will generally prevent the Neceſſity of introducing an 

human Traditions, Additions , or Explicatons whic 

human Traditions, Additions, and Explications, have 
been the principal Origin of the fatal Corruption and 
evil Government of Mankind, from the beginning of 
the World to this Day. -To the Law and to the Teſti- 
mony : If they ſpeak not according to this Word, it is be- 


. cauſe they have no Light in them. 


N. B. If Chriſtian Kings, Judges, and Magiſtrates, 
be obliged to execute theſe Laws of Moſes, as I have 


ved they are ; and if at the ſame time our Saviour 

advanc'd many of thoſe Laws to an higher Degree, 
either in way of ſtrict yp © or however, in the way 
of Councils of Perfection, which I _— allow; it may 
deſerve our Enquiry, according to which Interpretation 
are thoſe Kings, Judges, and Magiſtrates, to proceed 
in the Execution of ? Whether according to the 
bare Import of the Letter of Moſes ? or according to the 
higher Notion of Chriſtian Perfection? And I confeſs l 
think it a clear Cafe, that they muſt only execute them 


according to the bare Import of the Letter CE 
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Thus our Saviour extends Chriſtian Duty from, Thos 
ſhalt not kill, to this, Thou ſhalt not be angry with thy 


Brother without a Cauſe. Yet certainly the Chriſtian 21, Cr. 


Magiſtrate ought to put the Murderer to Death only, 
and not him who is guilty no farther than caſeleſs Au- 
ger. Thus our Saviour extends Chriſtian Duty from, 
Thou ſhalt not commit Adultery, to this, Thon ſhalt not 
look on a Woman to luſt after her. Yet certainly the 
Chriſtian Magiſtrate is to inflict Death only on the di- 


rect Adulterer, and not on him who does no more than 


look on a Woman to luſt after her. Thus our Saviour ex- 
tends Chriſtian Duty from, Thou ſhalt not forſwear thy 
ſelf, to this, Thow ſhalt not, in Ne Caſe, ſwear 
at all. Yet certainly is not the Puniſhment of Perjury 


to be inflicted on the bare vain Swearer. Thus our 


Saviour ſeems to forbid, what the Law of Moſes al- 


| lowed, the moſt known and moſt equitable Lex Talio- 


nis, An Eye for an Eye, and a Tooth for a Tooth, &c. 
as well as all going to Law, and reſiſting Violence, and 


' Refuſal of Charity, or even of g to thoſe that ask 
us. And we are informed by St. Paul, that we are not Rom. xii. 
to avenge our ſelves, but rather to give place unto Wrath; 


becauſe it is written, 2 belongeth unto me; I will 


repay, ſaith the Lord. 


riſtian Arbitrators or Magiſtrates. "Had the Apoſtles, 


in , in their Conſtitutions, allow, that the Lex Conſtitut. 


T, „or avenging of Injuries, is not, in itſelf, unjuſt; II. 
and appoint many Rules and Canons by which Chri- 
ſtians are to be determined in their Eccleſiaſtical Courts, 
as to their Conteſts with one another. And tho? our 
Saviour advance Chriſtian Duty ſo far above the old 
Notion of the Fews, concerning the Lawfulneſs of 
Hatred of their Enemies, as to oblige us to love, and 
bleſs, and pray for them; yet is the Magiſtrate ev 

where ſuppos'd and oblig'd to enquire after and puniſh 
Evil-doers. The Conſtitutions alſo ever declare for 


ſtrict Juſtice and Imparriality in the Puniſhment of all 


Offences. And the fame Conftitutions elſewhere in- 
form us, very diſtinctly, of the entire Difference there 
ought to be between the Duties expected of Private 
Perſons, and thoſe mam of Fudges and Magiſtrates, 
in theſe remarkable Words, which are the proper Key 
to all ſuch Difficulties : ITis, ſay the Apoſtles, a Duty to

peculiar Circumſtance gives the greateſt Light to this 
whole Tranſaction, and renders the Conduct of our Sa- 
viour therein, not only not culpable, or derogatory to 
the juſt Execution of the Law of Moſes againft Adulte- 
ty, but highly prudent alſo, and unexceptionable. Up- 
on the whole, I cannot but think, whatever Rules or 
Counſels of Perfection to private Perſons the Goſpel 


of Chriſt contains beyond the Law of Moſes, yet is 


not the Chriſtian Magiſtrate to puniſh otherwiſe than 
that Law directs him. It may indeed be ſuppoſed that 
Chriſtian Magiſtrates ought to execute lefler Puniſh» 


ments, I mean civil and corporal Puniſhments, for thoſe boots 
leſler Degrees of ſuch Crimes which the for- 


bids, tho they be no where mention'd in the Law of 
Moſes. But then, it not appearing to me that our Sa- 
viour enacted any new temporal Penaltiesfor the Breaches 
of any ſuch Laws, I do not know how the Chriſtian 
Magidtrate will be ſufficiently warranted in ſuch a Pro- 
cedure. Nor am I fatisfied that the Breaches of thoſe 
Precepts for higher Degrees of Chriſtian PerfeCtion, 
are to be puniſhed with ſuch temporal Penalties 
whatſoever. Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline indeed took Cog» 
nizance of many Offences, peculiar to the Chriſtian Re. 
lgion, which the Law of Moſes could not be concerned 
with, But then the Penalties were of an Eccleſiaſtical 
Nature; ſuch as Admonition, Penance, and Faſting, 
wing what was fav'd by faſting as Alms to the Poor;

« Meats offered to Hole or 2 Gods, and from Fornica- 
e tion. So then, the believing that the World was 
ce framed'by one ſupreme God, and is governed by him; 
and the loving and worſbipping him, and honouring our 
« Parents, and loving our Neighbours as dur ſelves, and 
c being merciful even to brute Beaſts, is the oldeſt of 


e all Religions.
